 @pinion the United States is going to 
harvest this year the greatest crop 
it has ever produced. In Ohio, which 
is gradually becoming a factor in the 
production of winter wheat, a great 
many fields turned out from forty to 
fifty-five bushels to the acre of No. 1 
wheat, and the extremely favorable 
weather we are having is rapidly 
changing the prospect of a bumper 
crop of corn into a reality. 
“In the spring wheat States, the 
Dakotas, Montana, Washington and 
Oregon, the harvest was in full swing 
with the promise of a record-breaking 
crop. Through the wheat-producing 
portions of Canada, Alberta, Sas- 
katchewan and Ontario, the harvest 
was being somewhat delayed by show- 
ers, but it looked as though a full 
average crop would be secured. 
“The great lumber industries of the 
Puget Sound country, which has been 
depressed for three or four years, are 
reviving and orders are being booked 
far in advance of the ability of the 


milis to furnish the material or the 
rallroa ds to supply cars to handle 
them.

SANTA MONICANS TO RAISE AN 
IMPOSING STRUCTURE. 


SANTA MONICA, Sept. 10. — On 
the site of the old North Beach Bath- 
house will soon arise one of the finest 
and most artistic bathing establish- 
ment on the southern coast. Actual 
construction work on a handsome 
two-story and mezzanine building 
costing $60,000 will be begun by the 
Santa Monica Bath-house Corpora- 
tion within a few days. W. J. Stae- 
delman, R. M. Montgomery, C. Rog- 
ers and H. X. Goetz, are the mem- 
bers of the company, which is a 
close corporation with all the capi 
tal necessary to go ahead with the 
work. Goetz will be the contractor. 

The building will be constructed of 
reinforced concrete. It will have a 
frontage on the ocean of 150 feet 
and a depth of 105 feet, and will be 
of highly ornamental design, with # 
dome in the Grecian style.

Government, in Action Against 
Southern Pacific to Regain Six

Testimony wes resumed yesterday 
before Commissioner Longley in the 
government suit to cancel the patents 
to about 6000 acres of land in the Eik 
Hill district, Kern county, on the 
ground that at the time the patents 
were issued to the Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company under the terms of 
the Congressional grant, the land was 
in the excepted class, being mineral 
in character. 

The proceedings were enlivened by 
a verbal passage at arms between 
Willis N. Mills, special representative 
of the Attorney General, and Charles 
R. Lewers of San Francisco, who is 
appearing for the Southern Pacific. 
The rumpus arose in regard to the 
admission of certain letters, leases 
and other memoranda sought to be 
read into the record from the evidence 
of BE. W. Owen of Bakersfield, son of 
the late Prof. Josiah Owen, former as- 
sistant geologist of the railroad. 

Owen had been served a subpeona 
but Attorney Lewers asserted the 
documentary evidence is of a fugitive 
character and therefore inadmissable.. 
A hot War of words ensued, but the 
witness was allowed to read the docu- 
ments. His testimony consisted en- 
tirely of the memoranda of his father. 
Some of the letters were undated, sev- 
eral appearing after the Elk Hil) land 
had been patented to the railroad in 
1904. The letters were for the most 
part written by Prof. E. T. Dumble, 
who at the time was consulting geol- 
ogist of the Southern Pacific. The 
general tenor of the letters is that the 
land in the McKittrick district, adjoin- 
ing the Elk Hills, is excejient oil prop- 
erty. Evidence was given indicating 
that at the time the letters were writ- 
ten the officials of the Southern Pa- 
cific knew the value of the McKittrick 
district for the development of oil, 
and they urged that no time be lost in 
completing the records necessary to 
secure the patent. 

After the death of Prof. Owen, his 
son was appointed executor of his es- 
tate and it is alleged that the papers 
produced by the witness yesterday 
were found among his papers un- 
known to anybody until recently,

The City Attorney made his report 
to the Council yesterday on the legal 
phases of the question. The petitions 
wers referred to him some weeks ago 
for an opinion as to whether section 
228-a of the charter prevents the 
Council from legisiating on the sub- 


ject. 

The City Attorney says in this sec- 
tion provision is made that where 
the charter of an incorporated city or 
town contains provisions restricting, 
prohibiting or regulating the liquor 
business within the boundaries of 
such city or town, and this territory 
is subsequently annexed or consoll- 
dated. with Angeles, then the 
charter provisions of the annexed or 
consolidated territory shall become 
an integral part of and take effect 
in the consolidated or annexed terri- 
tory until altered or repealed bx a 
vote of the maority: of the electors 
within such territory at election 
at which the question shall be sub- 
mitted. 

The City Attorney concludes that 
this does not apply to the —— 
tuation, and that the City Council 
is legally empowered to legislate up- 
on the “ary” zone proposition. He 


says: 

“At the time of the consolidation 
ef San Pedro and Wilmington they 
were Incorporated cities of the fifth 
and sixth class respectively, but 
neither were operating under a free- 
holders’ charter. Therefore section 
228-a of the charter does not apply 
to the question referred to in the pe- 
titions and as there is no provision 
made by the charter, other than that 
contained in section 228-a, for holding 
an election of any kind in a portion 
of the city only, it is not within your 
power to call an election in this ter- 
ritory tor the purposes mentioned. 
The 1 lative power of the city is 
by section 12 of the charter, except 
as therein provided, vested in the 
Council and cannot be delegated by 

you to the electors within said terri- 
~ tory. This question is, however, one 
upon which your honorable body is 
empowered to legislate.” 

There was discussion at the Coun- 
ell session yesterday as to whether 
the entire subect should be referred 
to the Legislation Committee or the 
Public Welfare Committee, but Presi- 
dent Williams asked that it al- 
lowed to go to the latter committee, 
and stated that he wished to appear 
before the committee and make cer- 
tain statements.

Great Britain claimed that she had a 
right to construe the treaty, and if her con- 
struction differed from that of the United 
States then the United States must yield. 
This assumption was vigorously combatted 
by Mr. Madison. 

Mr. Madison fought the treaty on the fur- 
ther ground that it allowed British subjects 
to hold land in the United States and did 
not allow American citizens to hold land 
in Great Britain. 

After riddling the many unjust clauses 
in the treaty Mr. Madison said, “No man 
Will say that the United States, if they be 
really an independent people, have not a 
right to judge of their own interests and to 
decline any treaty that does not duly pro- 
vide for them.” 

In 1801 Mr. Madison became Secretary 
of State for President Jefferson. He was 
Jefferson's choice for the succession and 
succeeded him as President in 1809. Eng- 
land continued to violate laws and ignore 
treaties or construe them her own way.

COURT FINDS OPIUM 


UDGE WELLBORN was called 
J upon yesterday to pass on a ques- 
tion that had never before in an 
experience of twenty years on the 
bench been presented to him. It re- 
lated to the proof necessary to make 
a case in a suit where a defendant 
had been charged with having con- 
cealed smoking opium, where the 
fact that the stuff had been brought 
illegally into the country, and that 
the defendant knew t to have been 
smuggled, could only be proven by 
circumstantial evidence. 
The issue arose in the trial of 
Laura Booker of Vallejo, who was 
arrested at Mexicali in June, 1911, by 
D. 8. Packard, an official. of the 
United States customs service at that 
point. The girl was taken in custody 
just after she had received from an 
express office a package supposed to 
contain cake, but in addition contain- 
ed five boxes of smoking opium 
snugly hidden. The box wes sent to 
the girl by Eugene Franceware, from 
El Paso, and accompanying the box 
was a letter telling her that he had 
sent her some cake and asking her 
to say nothing about it to anybody.

There did not seem to be any evi- 
dence that the opium was smuggled 
except from the fact that it contained 
no stamp, and it would have been 
stamped if it had been legally im- 
ported previous to April 1, 1909, since 
which time the importation has been 
prohibited. The opium was in boxes 
said to have been made in China, and 
the labels were Chinese. But neither 
fact established the truth of the al- 
legation that the opium had deen 
emuggled or that Miss Booker knew 
it to be such, for the evidence showed 
that she had not had an opportunity 
to even open the box, for it was taken 
away from her by Packard as soon 
as it was handed to her. 

Judge Wellborn dismissed the jury 
for the day, and informed Assistant 
United Stateg District Attorney Arch- 
bald that he had serious doubts of his 
ability to convict the defendant under 
the circumstances. The government 
was given until this afternoon to show 
that Franceware afterward pleaded 
guilty to having smuggled some of the 
game lot of opium at Las Cruces, N. 
M., and served a sentence of nine 
months in the Douglas County Jail.

Bankers’ Association Meets 
at Detroit, Mich. 
President Livingston ‘Favors 

Aldtich Proposition.

DETROIT (Mich.) Sept. 10.—The 
hatiohal convention of the American 
Bankers’ Association, which began 
here today, brought to Detroit be- 
tween 2000 and 3000 delegatés from 
the United States, its Territories and 
Canada. 

After the convention had heard sev- 
efal addresses of welcome at today’s 
opening session, and disposed of sév- 
eral formal repofts of the various of- 
ficers, it listened to the address on 
“Banking and Currency Reform” by 
Robert W. Bonynge of Denver, mem- 
ber of the National Monetary Com- 
mission. 

The convention later planned to 
break the routine by listening to an 
address from United States Senator 
Charles E. Townsend of Michigan. 

ALDRICH PLAN APBROVED. 

The formal add of President 
Willlam Livingston of Detroit and 
Secretary Fred E. Farnsworth of New 
York, together with the report of the 
associations @xécutivé cbdihcil, pre- 
ceded Mr. Bonynge’s speech. The see- 
fétary’s annual report tfaiced the 
krowth of the assbelatton since its in- 
option in 1875 and dweit upon the 
work accomplished in the last vear.

ADDRESS. 

Bonynge spoke, in part, as follows: 

“Our banking and currency system 
is universally recognized as thoroughly 
unsound. All the political parties have 
declared in their platforms of this year 
in favor of its reformation, but no 
specific temedtal legislation has been 
proposed by any. It is perhaps bet- 
ter that they should not have done 80. 
The problem is essentially an eco- 
nomic and business question. 

“The defects in the éxisting system 
that must be rémedied, no matter 
which pafty is charged with the ré- 
sponsibility of framing the legisia- 
tion, are: Our ufistientific treatment 
of bank reserves, the rigidity of our 
entire eredit system and the lack of 
eo-operation between our independent 
banks. 

IN TIME OF PANIC. 

“Our present reserve stem re- 
stricts the loaning power of banks at 
times when reserves should be freely 
used and credit liberally extend#d to 
solvent business men and thereby in- 
téehsifies, if it does not actually pro- 
duce, panics. Our scattered reserves 
are wholly Ineffective for use in 
emergerntiés. Out bank notes do not 
fluctuate in response to business needs. 
Even the commercial paper held by 
the banks is not a truly liquid’ agset 

th us. Each separate bank in — 
of stress is concerned 1 in st 
ening its reserves. The sole ethoa 
available fot that purpose is thé cai 
ing of loans. The portion of the re- 
serves held in thé vaults of our thous- 
ands of independent banks ig for all 
practical purposes a dead asset. In- 
deed, rigidity stamps itself upon our 
entire credit organization. 

ONLY LOCAL BANKS. 

“We have only local banks. They 
furnish banking facilities to their own 
communities. They art indispensable. 
But it must be Obvious that thése 
strictly local institutions canfiot look 
after of provide for the geheral credit 
cond tions of the couhtry at large. 

ith a co-operative federation of 
our banks established, having the nec- 
essary powers to protect our general 
crédit conditions, banking panics and 
oney stringeticies would no longer 
plague tis. Each independent ban 
wotld know that it éowld safely ex- 
tend at some pfite such assistance as 
might be required to any solvent bust 
ge Negges because it would know that 
if the occasion arosé it cotild redis- 
count the commercial paper of its 
solvetit customer at a branch of the 
federation of banks. Thus the bene- 
fits of such an organization would 
reach @véry man, no matter in what 
business or calling he might be en- 
gaged. 
SAFE CUSTODY FOR RESERVES. 


“We would have a safe custodian for 
the reserves of the banks. They would
